Wayne County Prosecutor 
William L. Cahalan will be 
requested to investigate 
"conflict of interest" charges 
made by Huron Township 
Supervisor George W. Moore 
against a member of the 
Huron Township Board of 
Trustees. 

Accused by Moore is Harvey 
Carey of 32624 King Rd., New 
Boston, an eight-year veteran 
of the township board who also 
is a private sewer and water 
tap contractor in the township. 

The charges were aired 
Monday afternoon by Moore 
when he charged "lack of 
cooperation and 
harrassment" existed on the 
part of Carey, a Democrat, 
and some other township 
board members. 

Moore, a Democrat, serving 
his first term as township 
supervisor, claimed several 
"major” actions by his 
opponents on the township 
board have prevented his 
administration from 
successfully completing some 
programs he has initiated for 
the benefit of township 
residents and township 
development. 

He charged that Carey sits 
on the township board with a 
voice in the hiring of the city 
engineer, water commissioner 
and employes in the sewer and 
water department of the 
township.

«n ells the engineer where 
to place sewer and water lines 
and has a voice ir. setting u m 
th<iV ules and regulations of 
the sewer and water 
department. He also votes on 
the maintenance of the 
township’s sewer and water 
contract." Moore said. 

Moore charged Carey 
comes to the township office 
during the day and allegedly 
procures permits to sewer and 


water taps from a female 
employe in the sewer and 
water department that Carey 
has hired. 

Carey also has been accused 
by Moore of allegedly 
amending the rules and 
regulations of the department 
to "his benefit" and having 


the maintenance department 
do some of his repairs. 

Moore charged that at the 
May 10 township board 
meeting, the board refused to 
refund the sum of $900 he had 
spent toward an airport 
pollution study as ordered by 
the township electors at their 


recent annual meeting and 
that the board has refused to 
proceed with the airport study 
as requested by the electors. 
Moore said the May 10 
meeting was the first he had 
missed since being 
supervisor. 

He also reported the board 


took away the supervisor’s 
authority on the enforcement 
of the township zoning 
ordinance. Moore said the 
board has allowed Ordinance 
Officer John Ovanic to issue 
violation tickets without

Huron Township joins

Hunting ban 
by Romulus

A recommendation that 
hunting with a rifle be 
prohibited in Romulus has 
received the approval of a 
majority of 50 citizens who 
attended a recent public 
hearing on the proposed ban. 

The public hearing was 
conducted by the local hunting 
control committee of the 
Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources and was 
held at the Romulus Senior 
High School Auditorium on 
May 9. 

The recommendation 
against hunting was made by 
a committee appointed by the 
DNR. 

The proposal, yet to be 
officially presented to the 
Romulus City Council, states: 

"Hunting with or the

discharge of a firearm is 
prohibited within Romulus 
except shotgun and fine shot 
no larger than No. 2 shot may 
be used during those seasons 
open to the hunting of wild 
animals and wild birds. 
However, target shooting is 
permitted in this area at 
ranges approved by the city 
council." 

The majority of the 
sportsmen in the audience 
agreed with the 

recommendation. One 
sportsman said • "It allows 
hunters to enjoy the sport 
during hunting season and 
gives residents protection 
from high-powered rifles or 
other weapons." 

Residents at the Birch Run 
Cooperative Townhouses, who 
initiated the campaign for gun 
control also agreed with the 
recommendation. 


Daniel Gavin, chairman of 
the cooperative, said, "We 
feel it would ensure adequate 
protection from the random 
shooting with high-powered 
weapons that has endangered 
our neighborhoods." 

Several appearances by a 
citizens group led by Daniel 
Cleary of Birch Run and 
others prompted the City 
Council to request the DNR to 
conduct a study. 

Councilman James C. 


Stewart led the opposition to 
the recommendation. He 
announced the 
recommendation was nothing 
more than a gun control 
ordinance that penalizes 
hunters. 

Louis Gray, chairman of the 
study committee and law 
enforcement executive of the 
DNR disagreed with Stewart’s 
position.

Huron Township has joined 
its neighbor, the City of 
Belleville in opposing the 
proposed construction of 
Detroit’s $126 million 
riverfront domed stadium. 

A resolution to support the 
position of Belleville and 
Mayor Royce E. Smith in a 
court battle against the 
proposed stadium was 
adopted by the Huron 
Township Board of Trustees 
on May 10. 

A lawsuit seeking to stop 
development of the riverfront 
stadium is set for hearing May 
22 in Wayne County Circuit 
Court. If the court suit is not 
resolved hy Jure 19 t *ouiLioC-f ti 
the $126 million ii v s "*pr 
bonds could be ^ sta*- 

The Wayne Cor d Vn 
Authority sold ^ ** to 
Halsey, Stua'o?'Odiea)., a 
Chicago bond' othgement 
firm, the day after uie lawsuit 
was filed. The delivery of the 
bonds has been withheld 
pending settlement of the suit. 

Huron Township Supervisor 
George W. Moore stated, "The 
county just doesn’t seem 
concerned about the 
taxpayers. The stadium bond 
could affect the future bonding 
in the entire county. Someone 
will have to pay to make t he 
payments and if enough 
ballpark tickets aren’t sold to 
cover it, where else can the 
county go but to the 
taxpayers?" 

“What will happen if Huron 
Township wants to sell bonds 
for sewers and our county 
already is involved in $126 
million worth of stadium 
bonds?" Moore asked. 

"The township board 
supports the legal position of 
Mayor Smith in his battle 
against the county of Wayne, 
which is attempting to divert 
bonding power and taxes of 
the county to develop a 
downtown sports stadium in 
lieu of pursuing the needs for 


services of health, welfare and 
safety for the citizens of 
Wayne County.” 

The resolution states 
"Huron Township is 
attempting to provide ever- 
increasing public services for 
the citizens of h Huron as they 
move from the rural to an 
urban status, and the County 
of Wayne continuously is 
decreasing their services to 
the township for police 
protection, road maintenance, 
improvements and extension 
of roads and improvements in 
the drainage facilities within 
the township." 


Huron administrative 
officials contend the township 
citizens have made other 
sacrifices, such as losing 
much of the taxing power on 
lands within the township to 
the Huron Clinton 
Metropolitan Park, and on 
land taken by the state for the 
extension of 1-275. 

In addition, the township is 
suffering a continuing 
devaluation of much of its 
properties because of the 
increasing noise pollution 
created by jets going in and 
out of Detroit Metropolitan 


Airport in Romulus, officials 
claim. 

Moore reported copies of the 
resolution will be sent to all 
the communities in Wayne 
County requesting their 
officials to draft similar ones. 

The court suit was initiated 
by Mayor Smith and two 
Grosse Pointe Woods 
investment counselors, Marc 
Allen and William Ross 
Kelley. 

The suit contends the sale of 
bonds to underwrite the 
statium construction costs 
amounts to public funding of a 
private business. 


Rubbish collection

contract questioned 


The awarding of a new 
rubbish collection contract for 
the City of Romulus has been 
deferred by Romulus City 
Council until its meeting 
scheduled for Tuesday. 

The council’s action was 
taken when Councilman 
James C. Stewart requested 
more time to study the large 
difference in the two bids 
received by the city for the 
three-year contract. 

The proposals were 
submitted by the American 
Rubbish Disposal of 5757 N. 
Lilley Rd., Plymouth, and the 
present city’s rubbish 
contractor, Canejo Trucking 
Inc., of 16321 Dodge St., 
Romulus. 

American Disposal Co. 
submitted a weekly unit price 
of 38 cents for a three-year 
contract, 39 cents for a two- 
year contract and 40 cents for 
a one-year contract. 

The Canejo Trucking Inc. 
submitted a weekly unit price 
of 42 cents for a three-year 
contract, 41 cents for a two- 
year contract and 40 cents for 
a one-year contract. 

The city currently has 5,378 


rubbish collection stops, 
including residential and 
some commercial. 

For a 100 per cent pick-up, 
the unit price bid of American 
for a three-year contract 
remains the same, at 38 cents 
per week per pickup. 

The total reported collection 
cost for a three-year contract 


to the Canejo firm would 
amount to $419,384 as against 
a total of $318,808 for 
American, a difference of 
more than $100,000. 

Stewart, in asking for a 
delay in awarding the 
contract, said that he wanted 
to check personally into the 
bids’ total figures.

The effect of Detroit-

Anti-secrecy bill need 
is disgrace to officials

Language develops 


thoughts

Language is the instrument for the development, 
expression and communication of human thought. 
We, as teachers of English, must concentrate on 
developing the students’ thought processes for 
effective expression and communication. 

A variety of courses, materials and instructional 
techniques in literature and the communication arts 
will be provided so adolescents can gain the 
knowledge of human motivation required for un- 
derstanding both themselves and others. 

The objectives of the English Department are to 
help the pupil continue to: 

1. Develop the ability to use language effectively 
in speaking, listening, reading and writing. 

2. Cultivate an open-minded attitude toward new 
ideas. 

3. Learn democratic attitudes and practices in 
group situations. 

4. Develop a sense of personal responsibility 
toward the larger groups of which he is a member. 


5. Learn to converse easily and intelligently and 
to listen in both formal and informal situations 
accurately and respectfully. 

6. Learn to speak effectively before a group. 

7. Develop the basic reading skills of speed and 
comprehension. 

8. Learn and appreciate the various forms and 
devices of literature and emphasize the relevance of 
literature to the individual. 

9. Develop composition skills through a variety of 
writing activities, and recognize composition as the 
objective use of the systematic structure of our 
language. 

10. Learn how to study efficiently and effectively. 

The English classes are organized by dividing the 
students into three groups: basic, general and 
college preparatory. These groups are formed 
according to test scores and personal preferences of 
the students. 

All students are required to take one required 
course and they may elect to take one-or more each 


year. All courses except debate, yearbook and 
journalism are one-year courses. 

The courses range from English Skills, Workshop 
and Writing, Reading Drama, Modem World 
Literature, Poetry, Language Skills, Modem 
Literature, Adventures in Science Fiction, Short 
Story Reading Skills, Short Novels and Plays 
Vocational English, Ideas and Ideals, American 
Literal Te, Research Techniques, Creative Writing, 
Techn.:al Writing, Contemporary Novels, 
Shakespeare. 

Other courses are Mass Communication, 
Business English, Modem Fiction, Advanced 
Reading Techniques, Contemporary Poetry, Mass 
Media. Consumer English, Group Dynamics. 
Technical English, Novels, Interpretation of Lyrics, 
English Literature, Humanities, Reading 
Techniques, Journalism, Speech, Group Discussion, 
Introduction to Theatre, Persuasive Speaking, 
Reading Lab, Speed Reading, Nobel Prize Authors, 
Forensics. 


Public officials who operate government as 
a private fiefdom have brought upon 
themselves the renewed campaign for open 
meetings. 

The House already has passed a companion 
bill giving the public access to all records not 
specifically classified by law. 

But the big fight will be waged over the 
second part of the package which requires a 
one-day notice of all meetings and outlaws 
executive or work sessions as secret forums 
for cutting deals. 

“It’s time the public’s business is done in 
public,’’ said Rep. Edward Suski (D-Flint), 
sponsor of both bills. “There are a lot of 
peanut politicans who try to run government 
for themselves.” 

The condition is neither as nefarious as 
Suski says it is, nor is his remedy as 
disastrous as the tired clinches of the 
Michigan Municipal League make it out to be. 

It is aimed primarily at city councils but 
covers boards of education, county boards of 
commissioners, township boards, state- 
supported university boards, regional bodies, 
boards, commissions and authorities. 

Any meeting at which public business is 
discussed or transacted would be open to the 
public and nobody could be expelled short of 
committing a breach of the peace at the 
meeting. 

It would require public notice annually of 
the time and place of regular meetings, a one- 
day notice of special meetings plus an agenda 
of “every subject or action to be discussed or 
considered.” 

And the public would be given a chance to 
be heard without restrictions such as 
submitting an advance text or “any other 
requirement for speaking which is not 
specifically authorized by this act.” 

It’s strong medicine but bothersome only to 
those with something to hide. 

The Michigan Municipal League sees the 
rather than whether the taxpayer should 
know how decisions are reached. 

“Most cities have a good relationship with 
the press,” said League Director Robert E. 
Fryer in a letter opposing the bill mailed to 
House members.

“To impose such unreasonable restrictions 
as proposed .. in the name of freedom of the 
press or the public’s right to know ... is like 
using a shotgun to kill a mosquito. 

“If the press in one or two areas is having 
problems with their school board or city 
council, the local press with its power over 
local public opinion certainly should be able to 
arouse the local citizenry sufficiently to 
resolve the problem locally.” 

That observation reflects a lack of 
understanding of both local politicians and 
newspapers if Fryer’s serious. In some areas 
local officials consider themselves 
answerable only to themselves. 

In some cases, the reason for secrecy is to 
prevent their actions from being subject to 
public opinion. 

‘The Michigan Municipal League opposes 
this bill,” Fryer writes. “In our view the bill 
is unreasonable and unwarranted and could 
severely disrupt the orderly conduct of public 
business at the local level.” 

He said a 1968 law is enough in requiring 
public decisions to be made in the open and 
that “the local legislative body should have 
control over its own procedures.” 

Procedures, of course, are translated into 
license in the area Suski’s bill attacks. Under 
that power, city councils could hold 
secret meetings and announce its decisions in 
public without explanation. There’s been too 
much of this. 

Fryer revives the old questions of pre- 
publicity on land purchases, personnel 
records, pending litigation and the 
negotiation of labor contracts. 

The last time anybody looked, the people 
including those who work for newspapers 
were as concerned with their communities 
and had as much at stake as the public 
officials. 

It is indeed sad that the government -people 
relationship has reached that state in which 
any anti-secrecy bill must be considered 
necessary. 

At the very least it will put the burden of 
getting along with the public on officials and 
not on the people getting along with the public 
officials. 



State voters know 
what’s happening!

There is a theme that seems 
to be popping up more and 
more in news stories here in 
Michigan. The theme is that 
more than a few people think 
the voter and citizen here in 
Michigan doesn’t know what’s 
going on. 

The results of the 
presidential primary may be 
interpreted by some as proof 
of that contention. Anyone 
who takes such a simplistic 
view just doesn’t understand 
the political process. 

It is my belief the so-called 
average citizen is a far from 
an average person, and that’s 
why efforts to classify and 
predict go crazy. We are all 
individuals, we are the results 
of what we have learned and 
experienced, and it seems to 
me that we don’t need to be 
told that simply because we 
don’t fit into someone’s 
pattern we have something 
wrong with us. 

There are certain strong 
trends in society today. Most 
of us are fed up with high 
taxes, permissiveness, forced 
busing, welfare cheats, the 
war, the high cost of livng, 
inflation and a host of other 
problems that seem to inflict 
themselves upon us. Most of 
us are bewildered that we 
could have worked so hard 
and not accomplished as much 
as we had hoped. 

Just because we don’t have 
easy answers to tough 
problems doesn’t mean that 
we aren’t aware of what is 
going on. There’s a big 
difference here, and one that 
should be explored by those 
whose job is to interpret and 
record living history. 

Those of us who have seen 

the changes in this 
country over the years since 
World W’ar II tend to divide 
the periods of time into 
decades. We speak of the 40’s, 
the 50’s, the 60 ’s as though 


each one of those decades fell 
into neat packages. As a 
matter of fact, they didn’t, but 
there were some definite 
trends. 

The 70’s so far have been 
deeply disturbing years, but 
after all, we are only in the 
early years of this decade. 

The most promising thing 
about the condition we now 
find ourselves is that more 
and more people are getting 
involved in trying to solve the 
problems we all have. At first 
this increase in citizen 
participation results in a 
certain amount of confusion. 
More voices are heard, more 
debate goes on, more people 
have a say on what should be 
done. It’s easier if there is no 
debate. It’s not as confusing if 
just a few people get together 
and decide. It’s also not right 
that a very few should decide 
the course of action by the 
majority. 

From my point of view, it is 
this increased demand on the 
part of the citizen to be heard 
that has created what has 
been interpreted by some as 
the failure of the system. The 
trouble with the gloom and 
doom people is that they really 
aren’t looking behind the 
surface. They interpret 
dissatisfaction and concern as 
an indication the majority no 
longer believes the system 
works. That does not seem to 
me to be an honest answer. 

The more likely reason for 
this apparently confused 
scene is that for the first time, 
a majority of the people in this 
country are concerned enough 
about die way things are going 
to speak out More than that, 
they are taking the time and 
making the effort to do 
something about the things 
that concern them. 

If the action that is taken 
seems disorganized, it’s 
because we have honest 
differences of opinion as to 


what we should be doing. We 
know we have complaints. The 
next step is getting them 
resolved. 

This growing voice of citizen 
discontent is being heard here 
in Lansing, and I would 
certainly hope it is being 
heard in Washington. Those 
who serve in local offices, 
where they have to face their 
constituants every day, know 
the voice of discontent is 
growing on that level. 

I for one do not think this is 
bad. I think it’s an indication 
that at long last, a majority of 
the citizens in this country are 
getting involved in 
government, are becoming 
aware of the fact that 
goverment has a vast and 
vital impact on the lives of us 
all. 

The voter and citizen 
doesn’t know what’s going on? 
Don’t you believe it! 


New redistricting plan 
means ‘drastic changes’ 


Taking over from the 
stallmated Michigan 
Legislative Apportionment 
Commission, the State 
Supreme Court has adopted a 
plan to reapportion the 
legislature. It will mean some 
drastic changes in many areas 
and in some cases pit 
incumbent against incumbent. 

The legislature must be 
reapportioned each 10 years to 
reflect changes in population 
shown by the federal census. 
This is in line with the U. S. 
Supreme Court’s one-man, 
one-vote decision. 

In Michigan it means each 
member of the House and 
Senate must represent as 
close as possible the same 
number of citizens as each of 
his colleagues. 

The job is supposed to be 
done by a special legislation 
apportionment commission

composed of equal numbers of 
members from each of the two 
major parties. This year, for 
the second time in as many 
tries, the commission 
deadlocked. Therefore, 
reapportionment plans were 
submitted to the State 
Supreme Court, which was to 
select the one it felt best met 
the U. S. Supreme Court 
guildelines. 

The court, by a 4-3 decision, 
chose the so-called Hatcher- 
Kleiner plan submitted and 
named for two members of the 
apportionment commission. 
This plan will continue for the 
next 10 years. 

There were partisan 
objections to the plan, but the 
Supreme Court said it would 
not review its decision. This 
would give appellants in the 
case an open avenue to federal 
court appeal possibly as far 
as the U. S. Supreme Court. 
There are strong indications 
the plan will be appealed. 

The State Supreme Court 
said in its majority opinion it 
would be futile to send the 
problem back to the divided 
apportionment commission. 
Noting what it termed many 
political “shenanigans” this 
year, the court said, “neither 
party is coming into our court 
with clean hands. Both are 
engaged in partisan 
maneuvering. Both sides 


frankly admit they did not 
pass upon all of the plans 
submitted to the 
commission.” 

The Hatcher -Kleiner plan 
has a difference of 24 persons 
between the largest and 
smallest House districts, with 
an average deviation from the 
ideal district of 3.1 persons. 
The ideal-sized House district 
would be 80,751 persons. 

The plan has a difference of 
21 persons between the largest 
and smallest Senate district, 
with an average deviation 
from the ideal -sized senate 
district of 2.66 persons The 
ideal Senate district was 
figured at 233,753 persans. 

The plan will be in effect 
irrespective of whether or not 
it is challenged. The court said 
nominating petitions for 
legislative office may be filed 
or filing fees paid at any time 
after the date of the court 
order and up to the deadline 
of 4 p.m. June 20. 

Because of its loss of 
population over the last 10 
years, the City of Detroit will 
have fewer seats in the 
legislature. There will be 
some Detroit House members 
who will have to either run 
against another incumbent, 
move to another district or 
else simply retire. 

Gains in population will 
mean additional legislative 
seats in the suburban areas of 
Wayne, Oakland and Macomb 
counties. In northern 
Michigan, most of the districts 
will be somewhat larger. 

Basically, our own new 38th 
House District will cover the 
southwestern corner of 
Wayne County, with the 
exception of the City of 
Belleville. This is a more 
concentrated area. It 
presently includes Belleville 
and nine townships in Monroe 
County.

County fair recreated 
at Greenfield Village 


The annual Country Fair of 
Yesteryear at Greenfield 
Village is pure nostalgia. 

Everything that made the 
traditional country fair a 
much anticipated and well 
remembered event a century 
and more ago is re-created at 
the village this year on 
Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday. 

Each day begins with a 
dazzling “Cavalcade of 
Transportation Parade” at 
10:30 a.m. Complete with 
bands, horses, antique 
bicycles and automobiles, 
horse-drawn vehicles of all 
kinds - a stage coach, a 
covered wagon and an ancient 
fire engine - and even 
keystone cops, the parade 
winds through the historic 
Village streets to the midway 
area. 

The midway bustles with 
activity throughout the day. 
There are games and races in 
which children of all ages 
compete for prizes; the 
exhibition tent is filled with 
entries of needle work, 
baking, hobbies and graphic 
arts. Demonstrations of 
horsemanship and dog 
obedience training are held 
there also. 

Although the midway is the 
center of the fair’s activites, 
the entire village comes alive 
with the festive atmosphere of 
an earlier America. Hundreds 
of young farm animals rest in 
their pens or graze on the 
village lawns for the children 
to see at close range. 

Throughout the village, 
craftsmen demonstrate the 


crafts used by our ancestors in 
everyday life such as wood 
carving, candle making, cider 
pressing, butter churning, 
wool dyeing, chair-seat caning 
and many others. 

Concerts by area high 
school bands punctuate each 
day’s activities as do variety 
shows featuring old-time 
entertainments and an almost 
forgotten springtime

the Maypole Dance. Displays 
and demonstrations of early

To the editor: 

The Van Buren Township Board meeting of May 9, was a 
real show stopper. 

What I have reference to was the request by Seligman, Inc. 
to rezone 27 acres of land from “residential single family” to 
“multiple family”. If rezoning to allow this condiminium 
complex had been approved, our township would have in- 
creased by 312 housing units and approximately 200 children. 

While I agree that population growth is inevitable, now 
does not seem like a good time to saddle our Vday school 
system with even more children. 

As to the board meeting itself, the petitioner presented the 
same pitch to the township board that had previously been 
presented to the township planning commission, the town- 
ship’s professional planning consultant firm (Parkins and 
Rogers) and the Wayne County Planning Commission. 

In addition, the township planning commission in con- 
formance to its standard procedure held a public hearing on 
this rezoning request. At this public hearing, the petitioner 
presented his case for rezoning. 

After hearing from the petitioner, the chairman of the 
planning commission, Charles Walls (who in my judgment is 
an excellent administrator and chairman) asked for those 
present who wished to speak in favor of the rezoning to please 
do so. Result - 0. 

Next, the request was made for those wishing to speak 
against the rezoning to please do so. Result - A room full of 
people, one at a time, stood up and voiced strong opposition to 
the rezoning. 

The significant point of this public hearing is that if people 
are to be convinced that Democracy works, they have to see 
their elected officials actually paying attention to what 
people have to say on township matters. 

So flash, the scene switches to the township board meeting 
and the petitioner has just made his pitch. These then are the 
facts before the township board members: 

1. The township planning commission recommended 
disapproval of the rezoning based on the fact that it violates 
our brand new 20-year zoning plan, for which the township 
has paid good money to develop. It would be strip zoning. It 
would be just across the street from two projects which will 
load Ecorse Road with traffic from 3,400 dwelling units, and 
finally, because of the strong public sentiment voiced against 
the rezoning at the public hearing. 

2. Based on an independent review, the Wayne County 
Planning Commission recommended disapproval. 

3. The township’s planning consultants recommended 
disapproval. 

4. The voice of the public voiced disapproval. 

5. We already have an overcrowded condition in our 
schools. 

Prior to any motion, Trustee Joe Hogan voiced the opinion 
that this would be a good deal for the township because the 
project was comprised of only two-bedroom units. (The 
petitioner’s original data stated 2 and 3 bedroom-units.) Mr. 
Hogan also indicated that the township planning commission 
does not give proper consideration to these matters. 

Trustee Jerry Maton (also a member of the planning 
commission) very capably explained the logic behind the 
recommendation of the planning commission. However, 
considering the wishes of the people plus the ability to digest 
mentally logic apparently has never been Mr. Hogan’s 
“bag”. 

Or, as Trustee Don Blend so aptly put it to Joe Hogan - 
“Why don’t we just do away with our planning commission if 
we are just going to ignore their recommendations”? This bit 
of reason however just went right past Joe. 

Trustee Mrs. Pat Cullin then brought up again, for Joe, the 
fact that Ecorse Road will already be overcrowded with the 
inits approved to date. 

All of this was to no avail as Mr. Hogan continued to ignore 
all facts available. At this point, Trustee Blend made a 
motion to deny the rezoning, the motion was seconded by Pat 
Cullin. 

A vote was then taken which showed that Don Blend, Pat 
Cullin and Jerry Maton voted against the rezoning and Joe 
Hogan, Irma Payne and Fred Birk voted in effect for the 
rezoning. Three being a tie, Supervisor Elton Gollwitzer also 
voted to deny the rezoning which finalized the issue. 

As a result, the people and the township came out on top but 
certainly with no “thanks” to Hogan, Payne and Birk. 

One final note, regardless of what you think, affected 
trustees, there is no such thing as a “free" lunch.

Girls make 
tennis debut 
at Romulus

Joanne and Norma Cikalo are attractive 16-year-old young 
ladies who are juniors at Romulus Senior High School. They 
love to play tennis and have been doing so at a very young 
age. 

And the two girls don’t care who they play against. 

When Romulus High School Coach Zane Kuryliw and his 
team would return from an away meet they would find the 
two girls playing tennis on the school’s court. And the 
Romulus coach noted that they played very well. 

In fact, the girls played so well, the coach thought, that 
they could beat some of the boys. 

When three of his players failed to turn in eligibility slips 
last week, Kuryliw hurriedly sought out replacements for his 
team. 



“I asked our athletic director, Ed Baum, if I could use the 
girls on the team,” related the Romulus mentor, “and he 
replied, ‘go ahead”’ 

Kuryliw 'said he checked into the girls’ grades and found 
them to be straight “A” students. He also learned that the 
girls are recent transplants from California where they took 
up tennis “at a very early age.” 

“I asked them if they wanted to play for the team,” said 
Kuryliw, “and they were really happy.” 

A recent state law provided that high school girls may 
compete against boys in non-contact sports, therefore, the 
girls would be eligible under the law. The Michigan High 
School Athletic Association, which governs prep sports in the 
state, has not fought the ruling. 

The Romulus coach used his newly-found netters for the 
first time against Inkster and the girls lost. Yesterday, 
Joanne and Norma took on River Rouge’s John Usztics and 
Pete Bikas and dropped a pair of sets, 6-4, 6-2. 

The 45-year-old coach wasn’t disappointed at the girls’ 
initial performances. 



“These girls are as good as any third doubles team,” said 
Kuryliw, “but still lack experience, namely, in singles 
competition. In order to become good doubles’ pairs, you 
have to know how to play well as singles,” he explained. 

Though the advent of the “new era” caught some of the 
Romulus players by surprise, the team has accepted the girls 
without any reservations, according to the coach.

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Large capital needs force out family farm

LANSING- Hie rustic family farm of contented cows and 
patchwork fields is only a Currier and Ives memory in the 

hearts of Michigan farmers. in 

Agriculture in Michigan is big business - $5 billion worth in 
1970-and all signs point to continued growth, both in farm size 
and cash receipts. 

The number of Michigan farms has decreased steadily 
from 200,000 just after the depression to 85,000 last y ear . 

“The mortality rate of family farms continues to be high 


because of the tremendous capital required to keep a 
modern profitable farm business,” Dale B. Ball, director of 
the Department of Agriculture, said. 

“Despite groans of consumers who claim food prices are 
too high, a decreasing percentage of family income is spent 
on more and higher quality food,” he said. ”But the farmer’s 
profit has actually diminished, standing at about 5 per cent 
now.” 

The average farm, which occupied about 92 acres apiece 
and a total of 18.3 million acres in 1933, has swelled to 153 
acres. 

“Michigan farmers are feeding a vastly larger population

today on just under 13 million acres,” Ball said. '"Hie high 
yields are due to increased efficiency, sophisticated 
machinery, better breeding and improvements in feed and 
fertilizers.” 

Ball said farm size will probably continue to grow, but at a 
slower pace in the future. 

“Environmentalist restriction on field use and main- 
tenance, land taxes and more required capital should hold 
back the growth rate,” he said. 

Although farm population has dropped to less than 120,000 
from its high of 900,000 in 1940, 26 per cent of Michigan’s 
employed work force is involved in food production, 
processing or distribution. 

“The individual farmer in some cases is not breaking even 
- you can’t even brorrow money on a 5 per cent profit * but he 
lays the way for over a quarter of the state's workers’ in- 
comes,” Ball said. 

More than $80,000 is invested per worker on a crop farm, 
nearly $210,000 per man in a livestock operation. 

The economic squeeze on farms may be compounded by 
federal action to increase imports of foreign meat. 

“We’re especially concerned with the origin of some of this 
meat that is competing with the U.S. - grown product,” Ball 
said. In Michigan, we have full-time sanitation inspection of 


slaughtering. Yet, some foreign countries have extremely 
primitive meat laws, and sanitation is questionable. 1 
question whether consumers will consider increased im- 
port of this meat a bargain.” 

Ball said price controls for agricultural products could be 
disasterous. 

“As a group, farmers are price ‘takers.’ When the com- 
modity they have is ready for the market they must accept 
the price offered,” he said. 

“Except for short periods, farmers cannot hold back 
commodities waiting for better prices. There is no assembly 
line button they can push for better production nor can they 
suddenly stop high production.” 

With profits and initiative slipping, farming is becoming a 
less and less attractive career. 

It is not likely, given the few pluses and mounting minuses 
of the agricultural business, that many young men will start 
out in farming unless they are inescapably drawn to working 
on the land, Ball said. 

And with the giant combines, tractors and milking 
machines, even that is a dubious drawing card. 

Despite the tales of exhorbitant government subsidies, Ole* 
McDonald and the Farmer in the Dell are a vanishing breed 
in Michigan farming.

Because central air 
conditioning is custom 
designed to best serve every 
home, it can be installed in 
nearly any residence, 
whatever its age or size, the 
Air-Conditioning and 
Refrigeration Institute says. 

But the services of a skilled 
contractor are required to 
survey the house and 
determine the kind of system 
and size of equipment 
necessary to give you 
maximum comfort. 

If the home has an existing 
warm air heating system, ARI 
says that the contractor 
probably will recommend a 
“split” system, the 
installation most used today. 
Normally the condenser- 
compressor is located 
outdoors, with the evaporator 
coils and blower inside, and if 
the existing heating ducts are 
large enough they can be used 
to deliver cooling as well as 
heating. 

If your house has hydronic 
(wet) heat, either a separate 
duct system will be installed 
to handle cooling, or the 
heating plant will be 
converted to include cooling 
by addition of a water chiller 
and fan coil units will be 
installed in rooms of the 
house. 

Modern equipment is so 
compact that location is 
rarely a problem. A basement 
comer, the attic, or even a 
closet or crawl space may be 
used to house the equipment. 

TTiere are two basic rules to 
follow when installing air 
conditioning, ARI advises: Be 
sure your contractor is highly 
reliable and gives you a 
written proposal, and be sure 
that he installs equipment that 
displays the blue and white 
ARI Seal of Certification, your 
assurance that it is accurately 
rated for capacity and 
dependability.

It is a lesson to those who 
can only upgrade a house by 
remodeling it. The original ar- 
chitecture of a house may 
have a lot of charm going for 
it. 

Many of these old houses are 
the braced frame type— Victo- 
rian and Colonial— with some 
old farm houses and salt 
boxes. Gingerbread 
scrollwork and fretwork were 


left on porch posts, 
overhanging cornices, turrets. 
Little farmhouses maintained 
their character with narrow 
clapboards renewed, not 
replaced with wider ones. And 
they retained shutters and 
porches while nearby towns 
ripped them off. 

Sagging roofs were 
adjusted, although this can be 
a costly project necessitating 
the rebuilding of the roof and 
some of the framing. In some 
instances slight sags were left 
for effectiveness. Why not, 
things sag with antiquity. 

Many houses are painted 
bright white with vivid blue, 
green, yellow or pink shutters, 
door and trim. It gives a look 
of old-fashioned gingham. 
Some houses wear darker

These houses were well built 
and settled without too much 
shrinkage, so they look sturdy.

There are no rotted, 
loosened or worn porch floors.

Diagonal placement of the

This is the time to be 
planting trees in Michigan, 
reports Art Rowley, Member 
of the Michigan Agricultural 
Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee. 

Farmers may apply for 
cost-sharing assistance for 
planting trees for forestry and 
erosion control purposes 
under the Rural 
Environmental Assistance 
Program (REAP). Greater 
emphasis is being placed on 
forestry and timber stand 
improvement practices in an 
effort to increase the acreage 
and quality of our forestry 
resources.

future supply of forestry 
products such as lumber, 
pulpwood and other products, 
these trees will provide cover 
for wildlife, recreational 
areas and much needed soil 
and water conservation 
benefits. Small areas and 
marginal farmland could be 
utilized for planting trees. 

The U. S. Department of 
Agriculture reports Michigan 
has about 16.6 million acres 
which are designated as forest 
land. Much of this land is not 
well stocked and could 
benefit by restocking and 
stand improvement. Other 
marginal farmland should be

shifted from its present use 
and planted to timber. 

Last year farmers in 
Michigan completed 9,888 
acres of tree planting and 
4.661 acres of timber stand 
improvement under the 
REAP program. This was 
much less than the amount 
needed for forestry 
improvement practices as 
indicated by the conservation 
needs inventory. 

Trees and shrubs planted 
specifically for wildlife food 
and cover are not included in 
these figures. 

Rowley urged farmers to 
stop at their county ASCS 
office now to file applications 
for any timber stand 
improvement or tree planting 
they intend to do in 1972. This 
will permit the county ASC 
Committee to evaluate and 


shift county funds to meet the 
need for these practices. 

He reminded farmers the 
REAP program pays 80 per 
cent of the cost for forestry 
practices due to the long- 
range conservation benefits 
provided. This is much higher 
than the 50 per cent cost-share 
rate provided for most other 
practices. 

Eligible measures for these 
practices include site 
preparation, cost of the trees 
and the actual planting cos*. 
Costs for timber stand 
improvement are based on the 
local forester’s 
recommendation regarding . 
the amount of work needed for 
a particular stand. 

Plantings for harvest as 
Christmas trees are eligible 
only to those who qualify 
under the low-income farmer 
provision.
